MEDAL PAWNED. 


There will be a scone at a Lon- 
don station which should make the 
whole natlon blush with shame, 

«Lily Cornwell, the beloved and 
‘orphaned sister of Jack Cornwell, 
V.C,, the hoy hero of the Battle of 
Jutland, has. left England for 
Canada because she was unable to 
carn a living in England. 

Meanwhile £35,000 collected by 
the Red Cross Fund and £6,000 
collected by the East Ham Fund, 
for a memorial to Jack Comwell, 
is stl “in hand” with added: 
interest for six years, and Lily 
cannot touch a penny of it. 

The story of the neglect, of Jack 
Cornwell's mother and sister is one 
of the greatest scandals of the war. 

His father died while serving in 
the war, Jack perished at Jutland. 
His mother and sister were left to 
eke, out a precarious existence. 
Mrs. Comwell collapsed under the 
strain and died. . 

At the age of sixteen Lily was 
cut entirely adrift by the Ministry 
of Pensions, and but for a little 

qvoluntary assistance she would 
have been in dire straits. 

Her sister’s “husband, . another 
war hero, disabled in France, has 
been unemployed for months aad 
unable to support his wife and three 
children, and the family has had to 
stek parish relief. He has there- 
fore decided to go to Canada, 
whence Lily’s young. brother has 
already gone, teking the girl 
with him, tte 

To raise money for the fares 
they sold. their furniture for £60, 
and friends supplemented this 
sum, as the family wanted warm 
clothing on reaching Canada.
